His eluquence, his moderation 
and many other statesmanlike qualities 
marked bim out as a worthy  success- 
or of Lafontaine and Dorion. 80 
rapidly did he come to the front that in 
two years after the date of hs first enérance 
into pariiament he was offered and accepted 
i pesiiion in the cabinet as Minister cf In- 
land Revenue.
